CHANGE OF MINISTER. 


It is no* a nettled fact that Minister 


West lias been recalled, and it is likewise 
given out on tbe authority of a Canadian 
cabinet m:nister that Sir Charles Tupper, 
the Canadian commissioner to England, 
has been appointed British minister to 
Washington to succeed Lord Sackville. 
The recall of Lord Sackville is the result 
of his having written an alleged in- 
judicious letter to a fellow-countryman 
upon the issues of the present political 
campaign in the United Stales. The 
offense of the minister was not that he 
wrote an untruth, but that he placed his 
knowledge, acquired by his close and 
ntimate relationship with the state 
department ol this cotmlry, in the keep- 
ing of one who disregarded bis promise 
oi strict privacy. In other words, hail 
the correspondence been kept out of the 
newspapers Minister West would have 


lilted no offense in tbe eyes of the 


administration. 


This is clearly the logic of tbe course 
iursued by the administration in forcing 
the recall of the offending minister. 
Alurehison wrote for specific information 
regarding the policy to be pursued by

which 
now 


distinguishes her as a nation from all 
the nations of the earth. Gradually, 
however, she began to open out her own 
vast resources in other Gelds besides 
agriculture, and now instead of import- 
ing manufactured goods from Britain is 
able to send over there the very same 
class of goods she once imported, and at 
the same time baa rendered Britain 
dependent on her for food. Thus, most 
of the commerce that crosses the ocean 
is traveling now from weat to east. 
This state QI" prosperity has been fostered 
almost entirely by her protective duties. 
Had she opened her ports to the free 
entrance of the products of other coun- 
tries ten chances to one her resources 
would have remained undeveloped, per- 
haps andiscovered.
